WORIK ON

THIE Bl BUILDINGS,

Frogress of the Construction Has
HRenched an Advanced Stnge,
The roof ls rapldly going on the Manu-
factures bullding. The big trusses spanning
the contral part of the bullding are being
ralsed as fust as Qosaible and this portion of
the work will be finlshed by Monday noon
it nothing happens to delay the work. The
eovering on the west end of the roof ls be-
fng put on and the huilding will be under
roof within a short time. The plastering of
the gallery Is finlshied entirely around the
bulldiog and the plasterers are working on
the walls on the main floor. The south and
west walls are fivished and werk has been
commenced on the pnorth avall. The windows
are on the ground ready to Le put ln place
and this work will be commenced at once.
Mhe stalt workers are nearly through with
thelr work on the maln portions of the
bullding and are “poloting up' the orna-
mental work. ‘The obraer pavilions are not
yel finished by the carpentors and the stoff
worlkers have not commoenced work on them.
The roof trusses are belog put on the Mines
bullding, about half of tham belng In place
The roof covering ls belng pul on as fast as
the trusses are placed. The staff workers
and plasterers expect to commence work on
this bullding nt once. The whole force has
been concentrated on the Manut.cturss bulld
dog, but this 1s about Anished, and a gart o
tho men will be put at work on the Mines
bullding. The outside of *the building has
been ready for the lathers for several days.
The driving of the plies for the Auditorium
has been commenced, Contractor Creedon s
Ushing the plledriver as fast as possible, as
o has beca walting #ome thme for <n oppor-
tynity to go to work. He has all of the ma-
terlal for his bullding on the ground, even to
the coverlng for the skylights, and ls anxious
10 get started on the bullding.
The contractor for the Art bulldicg  has

eommenced cutting off the plles of the
oundation for that bullding. The matoriul
or this structure has not arrived, although

the bill of lading for It was riceivel zevetal
days ago,

The sewer which Is to serve the stalo
bulldinga on the bluff tract aud the Horti.
culture bullding Is nearly completed. It
extends from Sherman avenue st Sprnces
sireet, where It Jolos the small sewer o
Bherman aveinue to a point oppoeite  the
1llinols bullding on Fifteenth street,

" The Adminlstration bullding ls now ln the
hunds of the carpenters, who are putting o
the finishing touches. The casings for the
doors and windows nnd the ornamental work
about the stalrwaye ls belag put In place.
The stalrway leadiog to the upper portion
of the hullding has now reached a polnt
mhere visitors may mount to the top without
dunger of tumbling to the bottom. The
¥lew from the belfry just beneath the high
aloping roof Is n most enchauting one, and
the entlre exposition groveds may be sur-
yeyed from this elevation,

v The ground Immediately 1n front of the
Machinery bullding is belng cleared and
the bases for the columns which will sup-
roﬂ the colonnade extending along the on-

Ire froot of thie bullding are being set in
positlon. These preparations are for the
purose of putting in the conersto floor
which will be lald In the colonnade, as the
work must be finlshed before the westher
gels too cold,

The Nebraska bullding Is  making good
headwny., Preparvations are now complete for

utting up the trusses which will form the

ome and support the lantern which will sur-

mount the dome.  These trusses are framoed
and ready to be ralsed, The stylobate for
each of the smaller corner domes I8 about
finlehed, and these will be finlshed ot once
It 1s expeoted that this bullding will be
under roof within the next ten days.

A ditch was opened yesterday at a point
Just went of Twentioth street and aboul
rixly feet north of the lagoon, The open-
log war made for the purpose of putting In
the connection for the hig Agricultural bulld-
Ing. The bottam of the diteh In slightly
below the bottom of the sheet piling and
the water stands In this diteh several inches
In depth, When trenches were dug all along
this part of the grounds a few werks ago,
hetore the lagoon had been filled, there was
no water encountered, L

is due to evaporation and how much is lost
through seepage has not been computed.

LITTLE CHANGE IN THE STRIKE

Pnrerish Saxs He Has AL the Men He
Wants nt Present,

The strike sltuation at the exposition
grounds hus changed very Hitle during the
fast twenty-four hours. A large gang of men
gathered on the grounds yesterday morning
about time for work to commence, Many of
them were strikers and some were men
without any apparant object in view axcoept
Lo see what was golng on. As the workmen
on the Liberal Arts bullding came into the
grounds the crowd yelled derlsively at them
and applied offenelve eplthets to them col-
lectively, Officer Connell, who has heen on
duty about the Liberal Arts bullding since
the strike commenced, ordered the strikers
12 cease making a disturbanee and qulet was
at onece restored. No attempt at violence was
miude, but the presence of the policemen
seemed to huress the strikers, who protested
that there wis no necessity for polleemen,
They notified Inespectors Tamm and Baker
that unlesg the police were taken away a
general strike on the entire grounds woulid
be declared, No response wos made to this
witimatum and in an hour or go the crowd
dispersed, a small knot of the strikers re-
tiring to the gate at Twentioth street,

No conference has been held between Con-
tractor Parrish and the strikers and pone i
In priapect. Parrish saye he now bas'all the
men he can handle for the present, as he Is
setting up the blg posts which support the
roof and says he cannot work very many men
untll these posts are all In_poeition. He put
on a few more men this morning, =everal of
them belng from out of towhn,

The news of the frequent strikes on the ex-
position grounds l¢ bringing In men from
the smaller towns and dihey are taking the
places of the strikers as fast as the
opportunity offers.

AND THEIR HOME LIFE.

Ethnologlienl Exhibit (o he Avrangoed
for nt the Exposition.

The Chicigo Pest of November 17 prints a
column interview with Muinager Rosewater
regarding the expositica, gprominence being
given to the proposed ethnologleal exhibit
showling the Ameriean Indlan as no exposl-
tlon has ever attempted to show hlm,

In this connection Mr. Rosewater is quoted
as saylng: “The executive eommittee intenids
ta have one special feature in the form of
an ethoologleal exhibit, 1t will form an ex-
hibition of Indlis sich as no one has yol
had an apportunity to see. The government
ig to have this exhiblt, according to our vres
ent plans, aud the matter must be presented
to oMells a4t Washington, For that reason
1 shull go to Washingtog after my businoss
at New York and Boston Is finlshed, [ndians
ire dying out, and such a feature as this
exhibit canpot be made so perfect in the
years to come. QOur plan I8 to have the
government olace at the expositlon filteen
Indians from each tribe. From time to time
they would bave thelr feast days, and It is also
proposed that every few weeks others shall
lake the places of thoge ca exhibition, While
the exposition officiale would have no control
over this department, admisslon to it would
not cost an extra fee. Congress will be
asked to make an appropriation for this pur-
pose, and we intend to make it an important
part of the falr.
